“Venturing into the hewildering dis¬ 
tances of the Canadian West merely 
as sweethearts proved too much for a 
young Danish couple who arrived 
here today in the tide of immigrants 
who swept in from across the Atlan¬ 
tic. With the chance of separation 
looming up more and more as they 
proceeded west, both became an eas¬ 
ier mark for Dan Cupid, whose final 
triumph was a unique marriage cere¬ 
mony performed in the immigration 
hall of the Canadian Pacific here. An- 
frea Hansen, pretty 21-year-old Dan¬ 
ish immigrant, had known Niels 
Christian Nielsen away back in a lit¬ 
tle Norwegian town where binding 
promises had been msfcle. When An- 
frea found that Niels was to be 
placed on a farm near Vulcan and 
she some distance away, she hadn’t 
the heart to keep on refusing, and a 
scurry took place to find a minister, 
Rev. N. Damskov, immigration chap- 
lyi, was located and his son despatch¬ 
ed to the nearest florist for a bouquet 
of 'flowers, the gift of company offic¬ 
ials. Company officials, too, played 
a highly important part in the cere¬ 
mony which was enacted in one of 
the smaller offices in the immigration 
hall. C. A. Van Scoy, superintend¬ 
ent of colonization for the Canadian 
Pacific, volunteered to be groomsman 
while R. G. McNeillie, general pas¬ 
senger agent, gave the bride away. 
Newspapermen and other officials of 
the immigration department made up 
the halance of the group who witnes¬ 
sed the interesting ceremony. The 
young Danish couple were undoubted¬ 
ly the centre of interest among some 
400 other immigrants who came in by 
the same special today. Among the 
large party were some 120 souls from 
Holland who are going west. The 
balance consisted of British farm la¬ 
borers and newcomers from Norway 
and Sweden.

“ADVISORY.” WITHOUT ADVICE 

The report of the Tariff Advisory 
Board is not one that a writer of W. 
H. Moore’s calibre should have writ¬ 
ten. There may have been reasons 
why the Board should pass up the 
evidence to the government and make 
no recommendations but, if so, they 
are political, and therefore of more 
weight and interest to the govern¬ 
ment than to the Board. It should 
have revealed itself to the clear mind 
of Mr. Moore that a Board that 
makes f no recommendations has no 
claim to the word “Advisory.” But 
the trouble did not bej?in with the 
presentation of the report. It began 
with the creation of the Board. The 
Finance Minister could not afford to 
have the Board ihake recommenda¬ 
tions he was not prepared to carry 
out. All the Board accomplished was 
to relieve the Minister of meeting 
deputations-—an irksome and nervous 
duty , at all times—hut one that 
brought the. minister in closer touch 
with his problems and ’ gave him a 
far more intimate knowledge of them 
, than he could ever get by the second¬ 
hand method upon which he now re¬ 
lies. The composition of the Board 
renders its recommendations, if it 
should make any, almost valueless. 
One member is an avowed protection¬ 
ist; another is an avowed free-trader 
and the chairman is a theoretical free 
trader who recognizes a practical ne¬ 
cessity'* for piotection. Agreement 
among them would be by compromise 
probably on a colorless recommenda¬ 
tion to a Minister, who is a protec¬ 
tionist and a government built upon 
thesame plans and specifications as 
the Board. Both of the older politi¬ 
cal parties advocated a Tariff Board 
to advise the Minister, and both will 
probably admit now that the Minis¬ 
ter is bettt r without it. The only 
way the Board can live up to its title 
is to find out what the Minister in¬ 
tends to <lo and then recommend it. 

THE ELECTION SCANDALS 

_ The election rascalities which took 

place in Peace River and Athabasca 
are being referred to as showing the 
necessity for change in the election 
laws. These rascalities took place in 
direct violation of the law as it is. 
What assurance is there that similar 
rascalities will not take place under 
the law as amended? What is need¬ 
ed is honest enforcement rtf the ctxst- 
ing law and proper punishment of. of¬ 
fenders. The charge madt» by Air. 
Kellner, Progressive M.P., one of the 
victims’ of those rascalities, is that 
proper punishment was not meted out 
and some of the offenders were even 
rewarded by being given public office 
It is begging the question to talk as 
if these offences took place because 
of m defect in the law. The fart 
that they are offences against the 
law means that on those points the 
law is not defective. 


Wm. Irvine, farmer member for 
Wetaskiwin was successful in getting 
his resolution on National Service bc- 
] fore the House of Commons recently, 
hut failed to get it to a vote, which 
was unfortunate. Mr. Irvine’s reso¬ 
lution was that in case of war involv¬ 
ing Canada “all natural resources 
and ' essential services, including 
transportation • facilities, industrial 
plants and commercial and financial 
agencies, should automtically be con¬ 
scripted for national service for the 
duration of the war.” Ifi presenting 
this resolution Mr. Irvine has voiced 
a feeling that largely prevails through 
out the world. Throughout Canada 
-we have big and small ^profiteers who 
amassed- fortunes .by taking advan¬ 
tage of circumstances when the coun¬ 
try was at death grips with its ene¬ 
my. The editor of the Nanton News 
referring to this resolution says: 
“But as a-matter of fact, no class of 
citizens, economic or social should he 
permitted to coin the blood of their 
| fellow citizens into' profits. Those 
who are triple useful at home should 
be kept home, where they can render- 
greater sendee than they could in 
the army; and they should render it 
on the same terms as those who en¬ 
dure. the hardships and the dangers 
of military service.” 

DEPEW'S PHILOSOPHY 

Chauncey Depew once expressed 
the belief he would live -to be 100 
veal's. “Useful or not,” he said, “ev¬ 
erybody has a right to live as long as 
he can—as for me, I am going to my 
best to set a record.” Mr. Depew said 
he believed “common sense rather 
than monkey glands is what is 
lengthening the span of life. I have 
had my ups and down, good luck and 
bad luck, losses and gains, and when 
l comb to sum it up, I think I have 
got on the whole what I deserve,” lie 
said. “It is all a matter as to what, 
during the later years, the waves of 
time will cast upon the sands. If it 
gives you friends, notwithstanding 
your years, if it gives you health, if 
it gives you work sufficient to keep 
your mental and physical activities 
alive, then life is worth the living. ’ 

ERA OF PROSPERITY 

“Canada is entering on an era of 
independent prosperity, good for 25 
years regardless of the course of the 
business in the United States, accord- 
| ing to a survey of trends of business 
in Canada, just completed by the 
Sherman corporation, engineers and 
business managers.” The survey de¬ 
clares the net profit condition in 
Canadian industry in 1927 was con- 
iderahly better than in the United 
States, eighty per cent', of Canadian 
companies which furnished reports 
declaring increases in net profits in 
1927 as compared with 1926, whereas 
i similar analysis of manufacturing 
enterprises across the border showed 
inly fifty-one per rent, of companies 
which bettered 1926 profits.

WILL SUE HOSPITAL 


Patient at Galt Hospital, Sues for 
$10,000 Damages. Was Paid $3000 
by City Last Year 


HIGH PRICES PAID 


Cattle Sale at Calgary Best in His¬ 
tory is Statement Issued by the 
Officials 


Galt Hospital is faced with an ac¬ 
tion for damages in the amodnt of 
$10,000 claimed by Mrs. Agnes Mills 
of Lethbridge. 

The plaintiff alleges that on the 
11th and 12th days bf January, 1928, 
while she was a patient in the defend 
ant hospital, undergoing violet rays 
treatment, the agents suid servants of 
the hospital wrongfully and negli¬ 
gently applied or used the said violet 
rays treatment to or on her breast 
and side, and, as a result of the said 
violet rays treatment, the side of the 
plaintiff was severely burned and in¬ 
jured, and in consequence she has en¬ 
dured great pain and suffering and 
her health has been seriously impair¬ 
ed. 

Plaintiff further alleges that on or 
about January 27, 1928, after she had 
undergone an operation in the hospi¬ 
tal, and while still .under the care 
and treatment of the defendant, 
through the negligence, carelessness, 
and w rongful acts of the saids de¬ 
fendant, fumes of gaseous substances 
were allowed to enter and permeate 
the atmosphere of the ward or room 
in which she had been placed, and, as 
A result thereof, she became violent¬ 
ly ill and has endured great pain and 
suffering and her health has been 
greatly impaired. In a claim against 
the city a little while ago for injur¬ 
ies received through tripping over a 
wooden sidewalk, necessitating an op¬ 
eration, Mrs. Mills was awarded dam¬ 
ages in the sum of $3,500.

The highest average prices in the 
history of the Alberta Cattle Breed¬ 
ers’ Association were secured at the 
sale brought to a conclusion on Fri¬ 
day at .the Calgary Cattle Sale, ac¬ 
cording to a statement made by of¬ 
ficials.

$266.68. Last year the average was 
$ 111 . 

In. addition two Red Polled bulls 
sold for $350 and one Holstein for 
$250.

James Speers, of Winnipeg, at 15 
cents per lb.

255 Barrels Per Day for

Oil to the value cf more than $120, 
000 was taken from nine producing ] 
wells in Turner Volley during the 
month of March according to figures I 
givenout by the Imperial Oil Com- j 
pany recently. 

The total amount of crude naptha 
produced was 27,866 barrels, while 
the light crude produced amounted to I 
3,570 barrels. For the purpose of I 
the calculation the crude naptha is 
valued at $3.95 a barrel and the light 
crude at $3.00. February production 
of crude naptha amounted to 25,518 
barrels. 

During the fourteen days of the j 
month that Dalhousie No. 1 was pro- | 
ducing crude naptha 3,560 barrels ! 
passed through the separator, an av- j. 
erage of 255 barrels a day.

! perative blasts of the klaxon. 

I 7. He should not use his lflaxon 
I as a doorbell to call somebody out 
! and should realize that other people 
want peace, rest and sleep, especially 
at night. 

j These are excellent rules and the 
j press all over the country is drawing 
! attention to them There should be a 
j set of additional rules that would ap- 
! ply to pedestrians. There are obvi¬ 
ously many things which they do that 
| cause trouble to auto drivers and 
danger to themselves. Some string¬ 
ent enforcement of the rules also ap- 
! pear necessary as to children playing 
in the streets. Only those who drive 
' autos fully appreciate the anxiety 
j this causes to drivers. There are a 
j few little dare-devils who seem V* 
| take delight in seeing how far they 
j can risk their lives in dodging motors 
; More laws are not required, but only 
j the proper enforcement of those now 
i existing.

FINISH THEM HERE 


Senator Riley Thinks Stockmen Are 
Losing Money by Not Finishing 
Cattle at Home 


Gasoline is forty times more ex¬ 
plosive than dynamite. And yet peo¬ 
ple will go on using gasoline for 
cleaning clothes and running motor 
cars. 


“Get out of the rut’’ has always 
seemed good advice but darned hard 
to follow now where tractor and big 
motor trucks have plowed up the 
roads. 


At the annual meeting of the Stock 
Growers Association at Calgary, re¬ 
cently, Senator f>a n Riley in his pres¬ 
idential address, reviewed what the 
association had done. The industry 
is in a more satisfactory position 
than for many years, a condition that 
he attributed largely to the efforts of 
the organization. Development in 
Canada led to the belief that the 
home market might soon take their 
entire production. Resolutions hav¬ 
ing to do with freight rates passed in 
other years were passed again. One 
asked that the rate on horses be made 
the same as on cattle. Rehabilitation 
of grazing land unwisely turned over 
to homesteads was brought up in an¬ 
other, the Dominion Government be¬ 
ing asked to provide funds that the 
land be made useful to stockmen. Al¬ 
leged injustices in the method of col¬ 
lecting income tax from cattlemen de¬ 
pendent as they are upon weather 
and other variable factors for their 
livelihood, were described. At the 
present time, it was explained, a 
rancher may incur a loss over a per¬ 
iod of years but the first year hi* op¬ 
erations show a profit he is required 
to pay the tax although his profit 
may not be large enough to cover los 
ses in previous years. Calculation of 
profits on a three-year basis was urg¬ 
ed. 

Other resolutions asked the Domin¬ 
ion Government _to aid in keeping 
screenings in Canada to be used in 
finishing Canadian stock; to appoint 
an assistant to Albert Helmer to aid 
in carrying on his important work; 
to assist in remedying a horse dis¬ 
ease known as jiggers, and finally to 
repeal that part of the law which pla¬ 
ces the responsibility on cattle own¬ 
ers when their stock is allowed to 
graze without an attendant within 
half a mile of railway crossings. 

Professor Sackwell in an address 
to stockmen declared that conditions 
in Alberta were favorable for the fin¬ 
ishing for market of more of our na¬ 
tive cattle. It was a policy that 
could be safely encouraged, as it 
would have a stabilizing effect on pri 
ces. Alberta can grow a feed just 
about equaf to corn for finishing cat¬ 
tle; that is barley. Alfalfa hay, up¬ 
land prairie hay, the grain feeds 
make satisfactory variety and are 
grown here. Alberta cattle men have 
nothing to fear from competition in 
the cost of production. There is the 
cheap land and the proper food for 
finishing. A point in connection with 
the latter that he thought worth men 
tioning was the fact that production 
of beets and distillers’ grains was in¬ 
creasing, thus providing additional 
food products for cattle. Professor 
Sackville paid a tribute to Alberta 
cattle by stating that Alberta can top 
the markets of the world. Alberta 
sunlight, altitude and the quality of 
Alberta grasses had something to do 
with it he thought.

In view of the fact that an endeav¬ 
or i^-being made among the farmers 
of' thisxdistrict to introduce Chester 
white hogs in this province at so 
much per it may not be amiss to pub¬ 
lish in part an article from the pen 
of Arthur Newman, assistant super¬ 
intendent Experimental Station, Leth 
bridge, entitled “A Sound Progres¬ 
sive Swine Policy versus Chester 
Whites.’’ Mr. Newman says: 

“At the present time United States 
buyers are spending thousands of dol 
lars in Manitoba and Saskatchewan 
for Yorkshire breeding stock. The 
United States packers are trying to 
improve the type of their market 
hogs. They realize that American 
bacon is at the bottom of the price 
list when offered on the world mar¬ 
kets. They also realize that the com¬ 
petition of vegetable oils as substi¬ 
tutes for lard has spoiled the profits 
fjom lard type hogs. They are doing 
two things, importing bacon type pigs 
to breed from and they are buying 
Canadian bacon bred market hogs 
from as far north as Edmonton. 

In Southern Alberta we no\y have 
the spectacle, both amusing and seri¬ 
ous, which leads one to think again 
of old Thomas Carlyle’s saying “I of¬ 
ten think that God must peeds laugh 
when he sees his wondrous mannikins 
here below.” We have a world of 
pork consumers, the ultimate pur¬ 
chasers of our goods who demand a 
j quality bacon which cannot he produc 
’ ed by a lard type hog huch as the 
Chester White. We have the packing 
plants of Canada and the United 
States, our immediate purchasers, 
coaxing us, wheedling us, teaching us 
and paying us to produce the higher 
quality- of pork products. We have 
the U nited States packing plants 
'coming to Canada to purchase breed- 
ingstock of the bacon type to distil- J 
bute among their producers. We j 
have an army of ultra high pressure 
salesmen running over the country 
selling a type of pig which Canadian,) 
leading American or British provis- 
ioners do not want, at three times 
their intrinsic value. We have at the 
present time, while our own good ba- 
! con bred stock is being taken into the j 
^United States, a.herd of two hundred 
Chester White sows in quarantine at 
Coutts, waiting to enter Canada- from 
the United States, a breed of pigs 
which does not hold a place in the es- 
: teem of Canadian farmers generally, 
j as is evidenced by the fact that the | 
S Canadian swine records show that | 
from the Manitoba-Ontario Boundary! 
to the Pacific. Coast, there were only . 
j seventy-four Chester White pigs own j 
\ ed by twenty-six men, twenty of i 
{whom owned only one pig each; one; 
man owns thirty pigs, the other for- ! 
' ty-four are distributed over the en- 
j tire area of four provinces. What J 
| better way to make a start in hogs 
I here in Southern Alberta than to buy 
a sow of the recognized bacon breed 
a Yorkshire sow—the most prolific of 
i breeds—which can be purchased at 
: thirty dollars and sell three of her 
pigs at two hundred pounds weight at 
J eight cents per pound ? In the case 
j of the Yorkshire you would have your 
I sow paid for and eighteen dollars or 
sixty per cent, of your purchase price 
I to the good, and yos are dealing with 
| actual market values, not an imagin¬ 
ary value. 

The way is open for every farmer 
who wants to take up hog raising to 
follow this course and be on absolute¬ 
ly safe ground. There is always a 
market at home or abroad for bacon 
type hogs. Why take a chance on 
any other variety ? Before buying 
other breeds, farmers should take the 
precaution before signing documents 
to enquire as to the introduction of a 
new breed of hog.

A prominent public man at Calgary

A noted stockman of Manitoba, in 
telling what might be done by adver¬ 
tising, said how he had been persuad¬ 
ed to go on an orange juice diet not 
so long ago. People, by the same 
method, could be persuaded to eat 
more beef. 

“Good beef is being exported out of 
Canada, while the poorer sorts are 
sold at home,” remarked an official of 
the agricultural department, Ottawa, 
recently. He related how one of the 
transcontinental railways found it 
difficult to get good beef and how one 
of the large hotels in Montreal had to 
import its better cuts of beef from 
New York City. The condition is 
more noticeable east of Alberta than 
in it. He quoted a citizen of the Un¬ 
ited States as saying: “You Cana¬ 
dians have the best. cattle in the 
world, but you serve tjie worst beef 
on your tables that I have ever seen.”

| Mr. Holt points out: ‘10ur need for 
j reforestation should be apparent, but 
it doesn’t seem to me that it is real¬ 
ized keenly enough. We are strip¬ 
ping our country of our timber re- 
J sources' at an alarming rate. One 
! newspaper in the United States each 
' day takes the product of 90 acres of 
our pulpwood— approximately 30,000 
acres per year for just one newspa¬ 
per! This cannot go on definitely. 
There must be adequate provision for 
renewing those resources. We some¬ 
times forget that considerable of our 
country, once denuded of forests, is 
of little value unless minerals are 
found underneath the surface.”

ITEMS OF INTEREST 

Monday, May 7 has been decided 
upon as Arbor Day and will be ob¬ 
served for the planting of forest or 
other trees. 

J. R. Watt Of CfarOsholm, was 
elected president of the Alberta 
Thoroughbred Asso. and W. L. Car¬ 
lyle, first vice. 

Twelve monoplanes are being put 
into service by Western Canada Air¬ 
ways to take care of increased de¬ 
mands in mining areas. 

What is regarded by oil men as one 
of the most significant strikes since 
Royalite No 4 came into production 
' in 1924 is the blowing-in of Dalhous- 
ie No. 1 well in the Turner Valley 
Field with a flow of gas estimated at 
19,000,000 cubic feet a day. 

The livestock train sponsored by 
the Alberta Government in co-opera¬ 
tion with the Dominion Government 
and the Canadian Pacific Railway has 
concluded its 1928 seasonal tour in 
Southern Alberta. Seventeen meet¬ 
ings were held, which were attended 
by some 3,500 fanners. 

A total of 206 passenger sailings, 
43 more than last year, for the sea¬ 
son this year, are contemplated by 
the three passenger lines plying to 
Europe from Montreal, 20 vessels ap¬ 
parently being engaged in the trade. 
The Canadian" Pacific Steamships 
have 17 more sailings this year. 

Aerial service between Father 
Point and Montreal is now establish¬ 
ed to convey overseas mail four 
times per week at $1.25 per flying mile 
or $49,500 in all. Another contract 
to the same company, Aairways Lim¬ 
ited of Quebec, between Montreal and 
Ottawa twice a week is for $8,250. 

Cheques amounting to over $18,000 
have just been distributed among 
beet growers of Southern Alberta by 
the Canadian Sugar Factories Limi¬ 
ted. This represents an additional 
payment of 50 cents a ton for 1927 
beets, bringing the total amount paid 
for last year’s deliveries up to $7 per 
ton. , . 

Without achieving spectacular 
flights Canadian airmen have never¬ 
theless set up a world record in their 
own special line of aerial survey. 
Some 200,000 square miles of unex¬ 
plored territory have been mapped in 
five years, which is equivalent to cir¬ 
cling the world eight times with a 
mile-wide strip photographed. 

John Moore, woollen manufacturer, 
has decided to dismantle his mills at 
Bradford, England, and transfer his 
woollen industry to Victoria, accord¬ 
ing to cabled report. Twenty-sevep 
acres have been secured at Victoria; 
the British Columbia Worsted Mills 
Incorporated, and the entire operat¬ 
ing plant to be transferred from Eng¬ 
land. 

A monument is to be erected to the 
memory of the late Dr. Dawson of 
the Geological Survey of Canada, on 
Laird River in Yorkon Territory as a 
result of suggestions made by Fenley 
Hunter of New York, a big game 
hunter who was so impressed by the 
accuracy of Dr. Dawson’s surveys of 
the territory made 40 years ago. He 
has asked the Canadian Government 
permission to erect this monument.

That horses bred on the Canadian 
j Prairies were the type suitable for 
Egypt was the opinion expressed by- 
Askar Bey in his recent audience with 
the King of Egypt, according to ca¬ 
bles recently received. While in Can 
ada, as Egyptian delegate to the 
Whrld’s Poultry Congress, Askar Bey 
was particularly interested in the 
horse shipments then being made to 
Russia, and thought a similar trade 
could be developed with his own coun 
try and Canada. At the present time 
Egypt buys most of her hoirses from 
South America.
